The Sioux Indians who have come to W asb- 
ington to make an appeal to the Government 
for better facilities on their reservations in 
Dakota had a grand powwow with the Great 
Father in the East Room of the White House 
today. When the commission, consisting of 
Gen. Crook, Gen. Warner, and Gov. Foster, 
arrived the braves, attired in their store 
clothes and resplendent in red flannel trim- 
mings on their hair and gorgeous kerchiefs 
around their necks, trod quietly into the 
house on their soft buckskin moccasins. 
They were arranged in the East Room in a 
badly drawn semicircle, the President occu- 
pying a position in the center alongside of 
Gov. Foster, who acted as master of cere- 
monies. Mrs. Harrison and Mrs. McKee 
Were interested spectators of the scene. 
Gen. Warner first made a speech to 
the President introdtcing the Indians. 
He was interpreted for the benefit of 
the Indians by Louis Primaux. He explained 
why the Indiass had come to Washington 
and what they wanted; also that the cail on 
the President was merely a social visit to pay 
their respects and to show the Great Father 
what manner of men they were. He then in- 
troduced John Grass of- Standing Rock 
Agency, who has achieved quite a reputation 
as a humorist on this visit. Grass’ remarks 
were in his native tongue, interpreted by one 
of the official translators. He assured the 

President that this was

mation. A few years ago, while a member 
of a Senate committee, I visited your reser- 
vation and saw your homes and farms. 
to assure you 1 i have 
2 sincere interest in the wel- 
fare of your people. Your true inter- 
estis the direction of legislation -to settle 
each of you on a farm of yourown. It is the 
policy of the Government to give to your 
children the advantages of schools, which 
you have not had. I will read with pleasure 
Zhe report of the commission and it will give 
me stili greater pleasure to aid them in se- 


curiag from Congress those laws that are 


necessary to meet the suggestions made by 
the Commissioners. You must remember 
that Ido not make laws. Congress does that. 
I nave no doubt, however, that our friends in 
Congress will be disposed to do that which is 
liberal and just to those people who have sur- 
rendered so much of their land to the Gov- 
ernment.” 

Then the Indians filed by the Prasident 
and shook his hand, and the powwow was 
ended. 

A curious scene was presented at the In- 
terior Department yesterday. When the 


Sioux Iadiaus in their civilized dress bad 


withdrawn from the council-room four or 
five other red men marghed in, presenting a 
striking contrast to r predecessors. They 
were members of ne and Fox tribes of 
Indians living in Iowa and were decked out 
in all the barbaric spiendor of savages. They 
wore gayly colored biankets and feathers 
and their faces were painted. 

The Sioux were untilafew years ago liv- 
ine ina wild, unsettied portion of the coun- 
try and were constantly on the war path, 
while the Sacs and Foxes have for years lived 
in tne heartof one of the most populous 
States of the Union. The cause of tnis dif- 
ference in the progress made by tbe two 
tribes was brought out in the course of the 
interview which took place between the In- 

‘ g@ians and Secretary Noble. The latter nad 
in his clos nz speech to the Sioux expressed 
his grat:ficauon that they had taiked to him 

more about schools than about rations and 
aunuities. The Sac and Fox Indians told 
the Secretary that they had come to 
see him because they dia not think 
that they were receiving a fair share of 
the annuities paid by the Government 
and that the members of the tribe living. in 
Indian Territory received more than was due 
them. The Secretary promised to give this 
matter his attention. He then asked them 
how many children there were belonging to 
their bands and how many attended school. 
The Indians said they did not know the num- 
ber of children, but only afew attended the 
schoois. When they were pressed for a rea- 
son why their children were not attending 
school they refused torepiy. The Secretary 
asked them whether, if the Government fur- 
they would send their children to 

School. Pointing upward the leading 

282 told the Secretary that the 

_ Great Father had made the Indian different 

rom the white man and it was not neces- 
Be or their children to go to school. The 
yj pressed them further on this ques- 
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had not come to talk to him about schools. 

„ Tnen,“ said the Secretary, I will say 
good day. When you are ready to talk about 
schools you can come and see me.“ 

The Indians filed out of the room, evi- 
dently not at all satisfied with the interview. 
It is said that this tribe is the least progres- 
sive of any Indians in the country. They 
own their own lands and enjoy an annuity 
from the Government. . 


When many years ago Illinois presented 
Gen. Shields with a magnificent Sword no 
thought of its commercial value was enter- 
tained. Had a suggestion been made that 
this tribute to a distinguished soldier and 
Senator would one day have to be appraised 
to determine its money worth the idea would 
have been écouted,, Yet this is what in the

REDUCING THE COLLEGE COURSE A YEAR. 


Harvard to Award the Bachelor of Arts De- 
gree After Three Years’ Study. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 19.—A new departure 
in the way of university education is now 
under consideration by the Harvard faculty, 
with the prospects entirely in favor of its 
adoption. Thisis the awarding of the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Arts after three years’ 
study. Nowadays a student cannot get such a 
degree uniess he takes the full academic 
course for four years. 

President Eliot said the plan might be 
adopted by the college at the next commence- 
ment, so mat students could enter the new 
course inthe tall. There has been some talk 
about reducing the tour years’ course to two, 
but President Eliot said the idea was prepos- 
terous. In the further evolution of this in- 
novation it is said not to be improbable that 
a man may study wherever be happens to be, 
and by passing tne Harvard annual exami- 
nations at Cambridge get a degree just the 
same as the students in actual attendance at 
the college.

How It Works on Juries Is Explained by 
State’s Attorney Longenecker, Who Will 
Hereafter Take Care to Kill the Germs 
on Sight—The Twelfth Man Brings Suit 
for Libel in Defense of His Honor— 
Banker Kean Explains His Position. 


The Chicago Bar Association will take a 
hand in the jury-bribing investigation when 
the men indicted for attempting to fix the 
Cronin jury appear for trial. As there are 
several defendants, each of whom will be 
represented by able attoraeys, it will be next 
to impossible that State’s Attorney Longe- 
necker could contend single-handed in a legal 
struggle against such oads. Some time ago, 
when the Sumner C. Welsh jury-fixing in- 
vestigation was on the cards, it was matter 
of grave consideration whether tne Bar 
Association should not then step to the 
front to rid the legal profession of the odium 
of such malpractice. At that time, however, 
the ending of the investigation obviated the 
necessity of such assistance from the asso- 
ciation. The case against Welch dropped of 
ivselt into a matter of mistaken identity. 

But in the coming trial of Graham, Kava- 
naugh, and the others implicated in the at- 
tempt to corrupt the Cronin jury the Bar As- 
sociation has no such excuse for refusing to 
come forward. Maddy of the more active 
members of the Chicago bar have informed 
the State’s Attorney that it was their inten- 
tion to urge on the executive of the associa- 
tion the necessity of such a step, and, fur- 
thermore, that they would do all in their 
power to prevail on the Citizens’ Association 
to take up this matter likewise,

DISCOVERY OF A NEW DISEASE. 

„% What is the state of the post-mortem ex- 
aminawon of the Cronin jury?” 

“The autopsy is completéd and we are 
ready with our report. That report only 
covers one word—the jury was Culverized.“ 
Never heard of such a cause of death! Well, 
it is rather new, but nevertheless it is the 
most satisfactory diagnosis at present ob- 
tainable,”’ 

„But howdo you diagnose the disease it- 
self!“ 

Mr. Longenecker wiped his spectacles, ad- 
justed them again, and looked at his inquisitor 
solemnly as a profound scientist about to pro- 
pound a difficult problem. 

‘*Oulverization is the name of a new dis- 
ease which attacks the thinking organs of a 
body of men under oath. The disease has 
not been fully diagnosed. We only know of 
its presence by certain results. Whether it 
can be cured [am not at present prepared to 
say. I don’t think that inoculauon would be 
saic as a preventive, inasmuch as 1 cannot 
tell yet what are the germs of the disease. 
However, we are working day and night to 
discover the germs, and if we are successful 
we may try an operauon to test a possible 
remedy. If we shouid fail to discover the 
much-sougnot-for germs we shail be compelled 
to adopt the old remedy of quarantine, and 
when we find the least symptoms of the 
ailment in a person in court we will dispense 
with his services forthwith.” 

„Did you learn anything on the subject 
from Juror Hall, who called upon you this 
morning ?’’ 

„Ves. he proved that he was not afflicted, 
and also threw some light on the operations 
of the disease itself.“ 

In respect to the phenomenal condition of 
the Cronin jury when that body was dis- 
charged the State’s Attorney has been mak- 
ing investigauon the last two days. He has 
discovered that certain people living within 
a dozen blocks of ine Criminal Court were 
making bets at odds of two to one on 
the verdict oot meting out the death 
penalty to any of the five prisoners, 
and aiso offering similar odds that Beggs 
would be acquitted, Of the immense crowds 
which packed the court-room during Mr. 
Hynes’ famous speech there are many people 
who regarded the yerdict as such a foregone 
conclusion that they accepted these odds, 
and now are wondering whether or not they 
were fleeced or sold. Certain other transac- 
tions emanatipg from a quarter not far dis- 
tant from that. whence sprang the confiden- 
tial wagers are likewise being looked into. 
Mr. Longenecker is confident that he is on 
the right track to discovery, but whether 
some insurmountable obstacle will as usual 
prevent a full disclosure, as has hap- 
pened in every lead of the Cronin case 
he is more than doubtful. Uniess something 
tangible is discovered the matter will bo al- 
lowed to stay where it is, but should there be 
the least chance of ultimate success he will 
push inquiries to the furthest limit, even 
though they end in the grand jury room. 

MR. CULVER WANTS VINDICATION.

HARVARD’S GREAT GAINS IN STUDENTS. 


More than Two Thousand Now in Attend- 
ance—The New Catalogues. 
Boston, Mass., Dec. 19.—({Special.|—The 
new Harvard University catalogue was is- 
sued today. President Eliot has been at the 
head of the Governing Boards of Harvard 
College for twenty years. At the time he 
was chosen President the university con- 
tained about 1,000 students. This year, for 
the first time, it contains more than 2,000. 
Then its libraries included less than 200,000 
volumes; now they include 360,000. The 
freshman class contains 323 students; other 
persons equally new to university life—the 
special students and newly registered stu- 
dents in the scientific school—number 100 
more. It is rather a remarkable fact that 
nearly half of the prizes competea for by 
students were not awarded this year. Either 
the subjects are not wisely selected or the 
judges expect too much of the competitors. 


FALLING OFF IN THE ILLINOIS CORN CROP. 


A Smaller Acreage the Last Season and a 
Smali Yield Per Acre. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Dec. 19.— [Special.] — The 
area devoted to the corn crop for the year 
1889, as returned to the State Board of Agri- 
culture by the assessors, is 6,988,267 acres, or 
59,546 acres less than the area of 1888. The 
average yield per acre is a little above 35 
bushels, which is less than the average for 
last season by four bushels peracre. The 
largest yield per acre is reported from Madi- 
son County, where the average is 53 bushels. 
The lowest average yield is 22 per acre bushels 
in Boone County. The quality of the present 
corn crop will grade higher than any of the 
last ten years. The aggregate yield for the 
State is 247,980,589 busnels and the average 
price per bushel is 24 cents, making the total 
value of tne crop for 1889 about $59,515,341.

MANUAL training is slowly but steadily 
making its way throughout the country as 
an adjunct of the public-school system. Bos- 
ton, the bub of the educational center, is the 
latest city to give its consent. The City 
Council set the ballin motion by ordering 
the school board to inquire into the expedi- 
ency of establishing the system. The order 
was promptly obeyea and the committee of 
the board, organized for that purpose, after 
consultation with the President and ex- 
President of the schooi of technology and the 
well-known social economist, Edward Atkin- 
son, has reported unanimously inits favor, 
urging two reasons for jt: frst, the mental 
and moral discipline of manual training work 
which cannot be obtained from rote work; 
and, second, the proper development of the 
industrial talents*of our people. The reportis 
accompanied by a recommendation from the 
Superintendent of Schools that the city erect 


[ tho necessary buildings at once and equip 


them with the requisite power and machin- 
ery. Now that Boston has adopted the 
system manualtraining will be likely to 
have a fresh boom. 


Tue City Fathers of Boston have given 
prompt heed to the lesson of their recent 


'\ disastrous fire, and are preparing to supply 
' the business section of the city with im- 


proved means ot protection against the re- 
turn of a similar calamity. Their first step 
was to authorize a loan of over a million of 
doliars, half of which 1s w be used for in- 
creasing the efficiency of the fire department 
by greatly enlarging it. Their next step was 
to establish a rigid supervision of elec- 
tric wires, which were tne cause of the 
recent conflagration. To effect this purpose 
the Board of Fire Commissioners is author- 
ized to remove all posts, piers, and abutments 
to which che wires are attached which are 
not provided with a safety fuse; also to re- 
move all dead wires and to report the loca- 
‘hon of all electric clocks, fire and burglar 
alarms, telegraph, district messenger, and 
telephone wires which enter bvildings with- 
Out the fuse attachment. Ina word, the en- 
| tire electric service of the city is to be placed 
under the supervision of the fire depart 
ment. Now that the dangerous character of 
electric wires is fully established it is only a

n ‘production of pig- iron. As late us 1877, 
_ Only twelve years ago, the quantities were 
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turn out more than that. Ine British output 
does not appear to be increasing much, in 


spite of the enormous rise in prices there 


during the last few montis, while ours is not 
far from one-fourth larger than that of 
twelve months ago. The capacity of all 
the furnaces in this country at the be- 
ginning of last November was officialiy 
stated as 13,168,233 tons, but 4 considerable 
part of this is merely nominal for the pres- 
ent, someof the furnaces being badly lo- 
cated and others in need of extensive repairs 
before they would be fit for work. There is, 
however, a total of 1,204,000 tons of new ca- 
pacity in course of construction, and some 
of it is nearly ready to begin operations. 
Hence there is every indication that next 
year will witness a large increase in the rec- 
ord for the United States, while it may be 
supposed that England is not likely to take 
anything like such a big stride forward, as 
she is now well abreast with the current de- 
mand tor shipbuilding, ana railroad con- 
struction in the southern part of this conti- 
nent may even show a falling off from recent 
activity. 


Tue latest bulletin from Washington re- 
porting the exports of provisions and dairy 
products from the United States is an inter- 
esting one to the political economist. The 
outgo of the last eleven months was nearly 
doubie in quantity and one-third more in es- 
timated value than the totais for the corre- 
sponding time iast year. The aggregate 
value is $105,358,494. A comparison of the 
ratios above noted tells its own story. Are- 
ducuon of fully one-quarter in the prices 
asked resulted in almost doubling the foreign 
consumption of our live stock and its prod- 
ucts. With the great majority of consumers 
in the Oid World price is a much more im- 
portant consideration than it is here. They 
are obliged to buy the cheapest available 
food, and only when the comparative 
luxuries are offered on low terms 
do they take hold freely. It is note- 
worthy that the increase was not so great iu 
beef as in hog products, aad fur the reason 
that the latter exhibit the most decline in 
selling values, though some may regard them 
as yet relatively high. Roughly speaking, 
the price of live hogs for this year is one- 
quarter less than for last year, while cattle 
have averaged but about one-eighth ess. 
That part of the animals and their product 
which has been exported has declined in 
nearly the same price ratio, as shown by the 
official vaiuations, so that the foreigner has 
obtained his animal food at a less cost as a 
consequence of tue reduction in selling 
values, of which the farmers and breeders 
of live stock have complained so loudly in 
the recent past. Itis not so easy to show 
that the domestic consumer has gained an 
egual advantage, and possibly he has not. 
But undoubtedly he has obtained a part of 
the boon conferred on others by low prices 
for “the raw material“ and would have 
more were it not for his close competition 
with his fellows for the choice cuts.“ 


MAJAH JONES AND THE ILLINOIS DEMO- 
CRATS. 

It is the belief of Majah Jones of the St. 
Louis Republic that he was born with a mis- 
sion, that the stars of heaven decreed that it 
was to be the destiny of Jones to run the De- 
mocracy of Illinois and to assume the charge 
of the men whom Douglas, Richardson, and 
Morrison had once gumed and advised. 
What Majah Jones considers to be the de- 
crees of Providence have not, however, been 
ratified by the Democracy of this State. In 
fact, they have taken unkindly to his state- 
ment that he was their heaven-appointed 
leader and have asked him to stay on his 
own side of the river, suggesting that his 
stride was not majestic enough to span that 
stream. He has been told that the Georgia- 
Florida school of political practice which he 
follows might do well enough in Missouri, 
but was not suited for Lilinois, The Majah 
will not take the hint, though, and is ali the 
while hunting after stray Illinois Democratic 
sheep who will not stay in the pasture where 
he thinks they ought to feed. 5 

It is a pet theory of the Majah that what- 
ever is done by a Northern Republican is 
wrong—must be so from the necessity of 
things—and that the first duty of a Northern 
Democrat, especially an IIlinois one, when 
the Republicans have done anything in a 
legislative way, is to go up and down, back 
and forth, shouting “ another bad and cor- 
rupt thing has been done by those wicked 
Republicans.“ There are many Democrats 
who do not teel thus, because they know bet- 
ter, and they refuse to call laws bad when 
they know they are good. Then the Majah 
fails on them, calls them sutlers and skulk- 
ers, and insists that they be read out of 
the party, which does not tend to increase 
the harmony of the organization. * 

The Majah has taken it on him of late to 
regulate the system of assessing property in 
this State. The Board of Equalization hav- 
ing failed to comply with his demands, the 
Majah assailed its Republican majority. 
Thereupon oné of the Democratic minority, 
knowing the charges made were unjust and 
untrue, came to the defense of his associates. 
Consequently the Majah, faithful to his 
theory that it is the sole duty of all Demo- 
crats. to call their Kepublican colleagues 
thieves, falls on this muority man and buf- 
fets him bitterly, as if he were a Georgia or 
Florida Democratic legislator who had been 
caught walking arm in arm with a colored 
Republican fellow-member. @ 

The editor of Tun Triscy® is not Demo- 
crat, but he knows the manners and customs 
of the members of that farty ia Illinois much 
better than Majah Jones. He sees that they 
are getting sick and tired of the Majah’s 
claim to run the party because he has a few 
subscribers in Southern Illinois, and is pret- 
ty sure they are on the verge of notifying 
the Missouri Democrats thatif Jones is not 
muzzied they will have to cross the river and 
run him out of town.

EXTRADITION TREATY WITH ENGLAND. 

There seems to be nothing in the way ot 
the ratification of théhew extradition treaty 
with Great Britain negotiated last summer 
by the Secretary of State and the British 
Minister. It contains no provision for the 
surrender of persons charged with blowing 
up public buildings with dynamite, which led 
to the rejection of the one negotiated by 
Minister Phelps on the assumption that un- 
derit men might be extradited for political 
offenses. The present treaty, which was ne- 
gotiated by Lord Ashburton and Mr. Webster 
in 1842, covers murder, or assault with intent 
to commit murder, piracy, forgery, robbery, 
arson, and the utterance of forged paper. 
The small number of offenses it embraced ied 
to the gradual establishment of an immense 
colony of American swindlers and embezziers 
in Canada, and of a smaller but good-sized 
colony of Canadians this side of the line. 
The ratification of the new treaty will put 
an end to the growth of these two colonies, 
for embezzlement, manslaughter, rape, ob- 
taining goods under false pretenses, and a 
number of crimes which are felonies by the 
laws of both countries are added to the list 
of extraditabie offenses. 

The only fault which can be found with 
the treaty is that it is not retroactive and 
that the runaway Americans now in Canada 
caghot be molested.. It was not necessary 
that this shouid be so. Had it so pleased the 
high contracting parties they mignt have 
made it cover the past as well ds the future. 
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that some of these refugees on both sides of 
the line had reformed and settled down into 
good citizens who should not be punished for 
their juvenile sins. 

Treaties are acted on in private, but it is 
generally Kdown a day or 80 in advance when 
one will come tp for final consideration., All 
gentlemen, therefore, whése accounts are in 
bad shape and who feel that a change of 
climate will do them good should either start 
for Canada without delay, or, if they want to 
breathe American air up to the last possible 
moment, should keep a close watch on the 
proceedings of the Senate so as to make 
sure that they get tne other side of the bor- 
der before the ratificawon has breathed the 
breath of life into the treaty and made Can- 
ada unsafe for them. 


UNANIMITY OF JURORS IN CRIMINAL CASES 

The verdict in the Cronin case, extorted by 
one man from eleven, has naturally revived 
the discussion ofthe advisability of changing 
the rule requiring a unanimous vote of the 
jury. The usual arguments are advanced in 
favor of it; the customary reasons are given 
why things should be left as they are. 

A city paper, while cesiring a change in 
the system, says its achievement is almost 
impossible, because it would require the sub- 
mission of an amendment to the Constitution 
by Congress and its subsequent ratification 
by three-fourths of the State Legislatures. It 
does not believe such unanimity can ever be 
obtained. This is an imaginary obstacle, 
however. Those amendments of the Con- 
stitution where jury trials are referred to re- 
late not to the States, but to the Federal 
Government. They say that Congress shall 
not do so and 80, not that the States shall not. 
Were Illinois to amend its Constitution so as 
to give the Legislature power to say that the 
concurrence of nine should decide a criminal 
case or that a jury might be made up of ten 
men instead of twelve, nothing in the Fed- 
eral Constitution would biock the way. Con- 
gress, however, cannot change the num- 
ber of jurors in United States courts or 
do away with the requirement that they be 
unanimous without the consent of three- 
fourths of the States. 

All that is necessary to outflank future 
Culvers, who are bound to arise, is for the 
Legislature at its next session to submit an 
amendment to the Constitution authorizing 
it to remodel the jury system as it sees fit. if 
uny man can tell how many votes such a 
proposition would receive in the Generai As- 
sembly, or at the polis if it got there, he will 
know how iong it will be likely to take to se- 
cure such a change. The probabilities are it 
would get few because of the intense con- 
servativism of the human mind on such 
matters and because the evils of disagreeing 
juries are comparatively infrequent. The 
country knows little of the many defects in 
the administration of criminal law which 
are painfully visible in the cities. The coun- 
try being unaware of them is naturally op- 
posed to any change. Its own toes must be 
trodden on before it gets stirred up. If the 
change comessit will and ought to come first 
in juries in civil cases where life and liberty 
are not at stake, and where the innovation 
will not be so hotiy fought. If it works well 
there, and it is apparent on full trial that it 
has brought about no more miscarriages of 
justice than the old method, tnen those who 
want nine or ten men to decide in a criminal 
case will have some facts to which they can 
point in support of their position. 


THE DECAY OF THE BOYCOTT. 

Afew years ago there was great enthusi- 
asm in certain quarters over the ‘‘ boycott.” 
It was an agency which was to redress all 
the wrongs of the “oppressed wage-work- 
er.“ It was to bring the capitalist, whether 
big manufacturer or little shopkeeper, toa 
befitting sense of his own weakness and in- 
significance in exceedingly short order. No 
one was so lowly that the boycott could not 
heip him, or so lofty that it could not reach 
him. It spread like wildfire, or the influenza. 
or the song about McGinty’s fate, and ina 
short time there were boycotts on foot ail 
the way from New York to San Francisco. 
Today it is doubtful if there is one, and the 
word will soon die out on American soil. 

The report of the New York Commissioner 
of the Bureau of Statistics of Labor shows 
that the boycott was introduced in that State 
in 1887. In that year 350 were started, of 


which 101 were successful, thirty-six failed, 


and 113 were carried over into the following 
year. in 1888 the boycott began to wane. 
There were in all 266,0f which fifty-three 
were successful and seventy-nine failed, 
while 184 were carried over to the present 
year. There are no statistics since the Ist 
of January, so it is impossible to tell what be- 
came of the continued cases, but it is under- 
stood that no new ones, or if so only a few, 
have been started, and most of the old ones 
have failed. ine spell has lost its sway.” 

One.manifest cause of the decay of the 
boycott is, of course, the laws specially lev- 
oled at it, or the decisions of the court that 
it was a conspiracy at common law. It be- 
came unsafe to proclaim a boycott in the 
open and flagrant manner which was in 
vogue at the outset. But the laws, which 
are quite as severe in Ireland as here, could 
have been evaded had the state of public 
feeling been the same hereas there. It was 
farfrom being so, however. It was often 
the case that the proclaiming of a boycott 
againsta man was the commencement of 
his prosperity. There was awakened in the 
breasts of many a feeling of bitter opposi- 
tion towhat they considered an illegal and 
unjustifiable decree, and they rallied around 
the boycotted man so energetically as to 
double his trade. It was found that even in 
those cases where the public might be ex- 
pected to sympathize the most with the boy- 
cotters there were so many who did not that 
it upset all calculations. 

At first the boycott seemed funny and the 
people enjoyed it. Afterwards it struck 
most of them as intensely unfair in many 
cases, and they set their faces against it so 
effectively that it would soon have died out 
of itself. The men who gave in at the outset 
did so because confronted with a new exper- 
ience and afraid that public feeling was 
hostile to them. Soon, however, they got 
over their scare, began to fight, and found 
that they were not without friends. 


THE PROGRESS OF NON-PARTISAN TEM- 
PERANCE, 

The rift in the ranks of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union, which was 80 
clearly apparent at the annual gatkering 
here a short time ago, appears to be increas- 
ing, and the establishment of a large and 
flourishing non-sectarian and pon-partisan 
union of women who do not believe that 
drunkards can be made sober by compulsion 
and who Rave no faith in political temper- 
ance now seems to be only a question of time. 
In Pennsylvania the women are shaping 
their course in that direction, having be- 
come satisfied that there is no-use in trying 
to afore laws where they are not sustained 
by public sentiment. They now propose to 
abandon the futile work of making men tem- 
perate by statute and to make use of all their 
power and influence through moral suasion 
to accomplish that end. There is also areport 
that the whole third party in that State has 
become discouraged at playing tender to 
the Democrats, and that a majority 
of its members are in favor of re 
organizing the old temperance leagues 
and societies, which have rapidly disap- 


peared since the prohibition folly began to 
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license in Philadelphia. In any event, it is 
apparent that the prohibition house in Penn- 
sylvania, after fifteen years of united effort, 
is divided against itself and that the seceders 
are now content to drop coéreive measures 
until public sentiment has been educated up 
to the point of indorsing such coercion. 

The same signs of discontent with the par- 


tisan and sectarian management of the W. 


C. T. U. are manifest in various parts of the 
country. In Indiana Murphy leagues are be- 
ing established which work on the lines of 
Francis Murphy's excellent policy, and sev- 
eral of the auxiliary unions of the W. C. T. 
U. have gone out and joined these leagues, 
which are doing very ‘effective work. 
Ohio and Iowa are already out and Minnesota 
declines to be auxiliary to the State union. 
In Connecticut the union is rapidly disin- 
tegrating because of discontent with its alli- 
ance with the third party, itself in alliance 
with the Democratic party. In all these 
movements there is great hope for non-sec- 
tarian and non-political temperance, and the 
seceding unions cannot do better than to 
take counsel of that practical, hard-working, 
and successful temperance advocate, Francis 
Murphy, whose methods time has vindicated. 
The thousands of names upon his pleages of 
abstinence are the trophies of his moral 
suasion and bear testimony to his success. 


GEN.. MORGAN’S CONFIRMATION. 

If all reports are true it would appear that 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy is not alone in 
its opposition to the confirmation of Gen. 
Morgan, the Indian Commissioner, but has 
tne support of some Senators who are hostile 
to the Civil-Service law and hence are hos- 
tile to Gen. Morgan because he has carried 
out the law in the administration of his office 
and has resoluteiy sought to make it non- 
partisan and lift it above any possibility of 
contamination by spoils. In this direcuon, 
indeed, he has fairly and squarely accepted 
the doctrines of civil-service reform as de- 
fined in the Republican platform and in- 
dorsed in his message by the President. 

The Washington correspondent of the 
Springfield (Mass.) epublican sets down 
Senator Ingalls as one of the malcontents, 
his hostility to Gen. Morgan being based upon 
the latter’s refusal to appoint a man whom 
he wanted for Superintendent. His col- 
league, Senator Plumb, sympathizes with the 
position taken by him, but will not oppose 
confirmation since the appointment was 
made by the President. Senator Dawes, 
Chairman of the Committee on Indian Af- 
fairs, is strongly in favor of Gen. Morgan, 
ana will carry the entire committee with 
him. 8 also 16 Senator Platt of 
Connecticut, who has taken an active part in 
Indian legislation, and several Democrats 
have personally assured Gen. Morgan that 
they are in sympathy with him and approve 
of his plan for the conduct of the Indian 
schools. From the present outlook it appears 
that the enemies of the Commussioner will 
not be abie to defeat him and that he will 
command nearly all the Republican votes 
and a handsome representation of members 
on the Democratic side of the Senate who 
may not. have much sympatay with 
the Civil-Service law, but who heartily ap- 
prove of the practical business-like methods 
he has adopted for the solution of the Indian 
problem. Indeed, it is intimated that Sena- 
tor Ingalls may be the only Republican who 
will have the courage, we might better say 
audacity, to vote against his contirmation 
because he has declined to run his office as 
part of the party machine. 

So far as the Roman Catholic charges 
against him are concerned, they have been 
completely exploded, even to the extent that 
he has any prejudice against the Catholics 
who have been appointed as teachers in tne 
schools. In acommunication to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior Gen. Morgan states that 
out of the 1,000 employés in the schools the 
Indian Office has appointed less than 10 per 
cent and several of these have been Roman 
Catholics. At twelve of these schools every 
employé is a Catholic by taitb or has been 
selected on the recommendation of the 
church for the reason that the majority of tne 
Indians at these agencies are Catholics. 
Wherever he has made removais it has been 
tor cause—either inefficiency or insubordina- 
tion—and if these cases have been numerous 
it is because of the loose and slipshod meth- 
ods that prevailed during the Cleveland Ad- 
ministration. The clerical charges, indeed, 
have been so clearly refuted by the Commis- 
sioner himself, by the members of the In- 
dian Rights Association, and by other 
friends of the Indian that they can no longer 
be said to cut any figure in the pressure 
which has been made against him. It would 
be httle less than criminal should partisan 
hatred of him because he has refused to t urn 
his office over as part of the spoils be al- 
lowed to defeat his nomination. Such an 
outcome, however, cannot be possible, 


CHICAGO BEEF IN CANADA, 

A correspondent of the ‘Toronto Globe has 
discovered that Chicago beef is being offered 
for sale in Canada notwithstanding the pro- 
tective tariff which the Dominion is supposed 
to maintain. The correspondent seems to 
think he has made a remarkable discovery 
and writes to the Globe as follows: 


I am credibly informed that there is an agent 
in this city representing a firm of Chicago cattle 
slaughterers offering to|sell dead meat, duty and 
freight paid, for the same price, or less, than the 
beef is being sold here. 

I am also informed that the London market 
takes a car of this kind of meat every week. 
Now if this is the case, and Chicago butchers 
can send meat to Canada, duty and freight paid, 
and afford to sell it for about the same price as 
our Canadian butchers, who pays the duty? And 
if this business increases, what is going to be 
the consequence to the Ontario stock raisers? 

The slaughtering trade is largely centering in 
Chicago, and the beef is being sold in every city, 
town, and village throughout the Northern 
States, which is utterly ruining the local 
butchers and completely changing the mode of 
doing business. 


If the Chicago packers are pushing their 
way into Canada in the manner stated it 
simply shows they can buy cattle, pay the 
expense offsiaughtering, packing, and ship- 
ment, together with the Canadian duty, and 
stillundersell the Canadian butcners and 
have a profit. They can do this because they 
have; so systematized the business as to en- 
force economies which are not practiced 
elsewhere. The cost of slaughtering and 
packing in the great Chicago establishments 
has been reduced to such a point that the 
product can be marketed at distant points 
notwithstanding disadvantages of long ship- 
ments and even the obstruction of foreign 
tariffs. Itis the reduced cost of production 
which gives the Chicago establishments 
power to compete in protected foreign mar- 
kets and offer consumers cheap beef. Every 
partof a slaughtered animal is used and 
even the hair, hoofs, and horns, which are 
worthless in the hands of an ordinary butch- 
er, are converted into valuable products. 
Labor and capital are utilized to great and 
exceptional advantage. Hence it is that 
Chicago packers can compete in foreign mar- 
kets under the circumstances stated above. 

If the Canadians desire to benefit their 
own stock-growers and protect them from 
American competition, all that is necessary is 
to advance the tariff to a point where it will 
be actually protective. American beef can 
certainly be kept out if the duty is made high 
enough, and if the home supply does not 
exceed the demand artificially higu prices 
can be had for the benetit of Cana- 
dian stock-growers. Of course the price 
of beef would be put up on consumers. 
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| e policy of high protec- 
tion on meat products is now well illustrated 


advanced, to the delight of the farmers, but 
with the result that the poorer classes are no 


substituting horseflesi. If at some such 
cost as that Canada desires to protect her 


American beef, or she can maintain a moder- 
ate tariff, which will not bar out competition 


tion merely which class to favor—beef pro- 
ducers or consumers—or to attempt to equal- 
ize benefits between them. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY AND DEARBORN PARK. 
Tne special committee of the Council on 


has prepared areport recommending that the 
board be given ail Dearborn Park whereoa 
to put up a building which, if precedents are 
adhered to, will be quive attractive on the 
outside and altogether unfitted for the hand- 
ling of books. There is no doubt that some 
further provision will have to be made for 
the housing of the city’s increasing stock of 
book literature. The present quarters in the 
City-Hall will be wanted for other municipal 
purposes within two years, and, what is more 
important, the library will have outgrown 
them. It must not be forgotten that by an- 
nexation and natural increase the popula- 
tion of Chicago is rapidly increasing, and 
that a larger number of books must be 
bought every year, so that more shelf room 
is needed. There are 500 applications per 
day for books from the annexed districts, 
and that demand must be met without lessen- 
ing the facilities the residents of the, old city 
enjoyed, 

It will not be so easy a matter for the Li- 
brary Board to get Dearborn Park. The city 
bas no authority to put up a building there 
or allow any one else to do so. If the Legis- 
lature sees fit it can allow the city to occupy 
it with a library buiiding, subdject to any 
claims which the owners of abutting prop 
erty may have. But the Legislature at its 
last session gave permission to the Soldiers’ 
Home to build a Memorial Hail on the north 
quarter of the block. It will be difficult to 
get the next General Assembly to repeal that 
law. The prospect is not good for the board 
getting all that biock, and it will be more 
than a year before it can get what is left 
of it. 

Nor is it judicious on the part of the board 
to talk, as it does, of increasing the taxes so 
it may spend a million dollars for a building 
when it can get along perfectly well with one 
that costs much less. It does seem as if 
enough money had been wasted oa the out- 
side of public buildings in this city, and that 
it was time to neglect the outside for the sake 
of the inside. A plain brick structure, like 
the temporary Newberry building, without 
frills and furbelows, furnishing fewer oppor- 
tunities for boodling officials and cheating 
contractors, is much to be preferred to an 
ornave pile of stone, like the Court-House, for 
instance, with the rooms so dark that gas has 
to be burnt there all day long. The Livrary 
Board will make more neadway if it asks for 
less. 


PRINCE MURAT BROUGHT TO TERMS. 

The report comes from Paris that Prince 
Murat has at last capitulated to Miss Calu- 
well and will accept her hand and heart for 
the quid pro quo of his title, the pecuniary 
consideration being such as she may be dis- 
posed to allow him. As the engagement has 
never been off the marriage may now be said 
to be on. Miss Caldwell undoubtedly will 
regard the outcome as a victory for her, 
and ma certain but not lotty sense every 
one will set it down to the credit of her 
thrift, persistency, and independence. To 
the Prince it must be a mortification rather 
than a defeat, since his attitude in the matter 
has been in the nature of a bluff To his 
creditors it must be simply disgusting. They 
had hoped to recoup themselves out of the 
marriage settlements, but now they will have 
to whistle for their half million. 

The forturate outcome for the lady herself 
is that she is mistress of the situation. No 
one is foolish enough to believe that love has 
cut any figure in these negotiations with the 
Prince. He was not wooing her from any 
consideration of affection. Had she been a 
poor woman he would never have looked at 
her. Her money was her only charm, and 
whatever devotion he may have shown 
has been expended at the shrine of Mam- 
mon. The thoroughly practical manner in 
which the Jady has conducted herside of the 
negotiations, the business-like way in which 
he has consulted her financial interests and 
hedged her ancient admirer about with a bar- 
rier that allowed him to go thus far but no 
far ther in his quest for matrimonial boodle, 
show that she understood the Prince both in 
his original intention and subsequent bluff. 
To this extent she is to be congratulated 
upon the business-like manner in which she 
has conducted the deal to success, without 
letting go her grip on the title, and compelled 
the Prince to acknowledge that haif a loaf is 
better than nothing. 

As the result of the deal Miss Caldwell 
will get the title and the Prince will be sup- 
ported in good shape. He will have plenty to 
eat, good clothes to wear, a place to sleep, 
and spending money enough for a reasona- 
ble being, but no money to fool away. His 
only hope, of course, lies in the fut- 
ure, when, if he outlives her, he 
may come into . possession of a hand- 
some legacy. It is this very condition that 
will give Miss Caldwell the whip hand over 
him. Ifshe proves herself as wise and as- 
tute in the married as she has been in the 
single state she can keep him in subjecuon. 
All she has to do is to keep ber money to 
herself and not let him get his clutches upon 
it. The moment she lets go of her advantage 
the fat will be in the fire. As long as she 
holds on to her money she will compel good 
treatment, consideration, and courtesy, and 
they may live on terms of amity and respect. 
Itjs notalofty view of marriage, but for 
marriage as a business affair it will be an 
ideal one. Miss Caldwell’s policy may be com- 
mended to those American girls who are in 
the market selling charms or negotiating 
fortunes for titles asa safe one to follow. 
They have the advantage if they are shrewd 
enough to use it. The impecunious title- 
owners must have money, and that necessity 
can be traded on to the profit of the fortune- 
owners if they are sharp and do not allow 
themselves to be bluffed or bulldozed. 


PROSECUTING SUBSIDIZED ROADS. 

The appointment by Attorney General 
Miller of Charles H. Aldrich of Chicago as 
special counsel to prosecute subsidized rail- 
roads for failing to comply with their legal 
obligation to build and operate telegraph 
lines may provea matter of prime importance 
to the Pacific railroads. Rights of way and 
subsidies were granted ten or twelve West- 
ern roads on condition that the respective 
corporations would maintain and operate 
telegraph lines, but it was reported by the 
Inter-State Commission that these lines had 
all made contracts with the Western Union, 
giving that company exclusive control of 
their wires, and thus aided to the extent of 
their ability to build up a vast monopoly in- 
stead of giving the Government or the people 
the advantages of competition in the service. 
Over a year ago Congress adopted an act re- 
quiring the companies which had received 
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Government aid to comply with their obliga 


in Germany, where prices have been greatly 
longer able to buy beef, and are said to be 
stock-gr®wers she can do it by excluding 


entirely, and hence will not greatly increase 
the cost of meat to consumers. It is a ques- 
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conferred upon them.” No effort was made 
tocomply with these requirements, but the 
Western Union remained in exclusive pos- 
session of the lines along the subsidized 
roads. Hence the appeal to the courts to en- 
force the law. 

In attacking the telegraph monopoly and 
endeavoring to compel the Government-aided 
roads to maintain independent and com- 
petitive lines, it is understood Mr. Aldrich 
will seek first tne cancellation of the con- 
tracts with the Western Union; second, 
enforcement of forfeitures against tne dif- 
ferent roads for failing to comply with the 
law; and, third, mandamus proceedings to 
compel them to establish and operate their 
own independent telegraph lines. If these 
proceedings should be successful the Gould 
telegraph monopoly would suffer a heavy 
blow, and it would at once be asked why 
the Government should not undertdke in the 
same way to make the Pacific roads comply 
with other obligations of their charters. For 
instance, the act of Congress chartering the 
Pacific railroads provided that their share 
capital should be subscribed for in good 
faith and paid to the full nominal value in 
cash. The three Pacific roads Have stock to 
the enormous sum of $150,000,000, which was 
issued in violation of the law which gave 
these corporations a legal existence. The 
stock of the Union Pacitic standson the 
books of the company as not paid for, a 
though its holders have received tens of 
millions in dividends. Stock issued in vio- 
lation of law and taken asa gratuity by the 
Pacific railroad ring is included in the capi- 
talization of all of the Pacific roads and rep- 
resents pretended capital never actually in- 
vested but on which returns are demanded 
nevertheless. If the Government can com- 
pel the aided roads to comply with their obli- 
gations in respect to telegraph lines can it 
not in the same manner punish other viola- 
tions of law, particularly the issuance of 
watered stock! 


ENGLISH INVESTMENTS IN THE UNITED 
STATES. 

The business of inducing Huglisùmen to 
invest in American industrial enterprises 16 
not all plain sailing by any means. The lat 
est news in regard to the stock of the Minne 
apolis flour mills was that only about 40 per 
cent had been subscribed for and that the 
rest was dragging badly. Objection is made 
to the Munger-Wheeler system of elevators 
in this city by some of the English papers as 
not warranting the kind of confidence which 
is attested by the purchase of certificates, 
and now the Financial Times (London) has 
an editorial exposure of certain sharp practice 
in the attempt to float the stock of a patent 
medicine concern which has been 
bought out in New York State It itemizes 
a total of some 20,000 shares which were 
applied for by persons named and described 
as friends of the promoters and venders.” 
Only one-fifth of the amount so applied for 
was actually alloted to the applicants, all the 
rest being offered for sale to the English pub- 
lic, the inference being that “this company 
was notin reality snapped at by the public, 
but that a number of applications were sent 
in, probably at the last moment, with the in- 
tention of creating such an idea in the popu- 
lar mind.” The paper hints that the only 
safe course with regard to the company is to 
let it alone, and in thisis simply consistent 
with its previous intelligent criticism of sev- 
eral other American industrials” whicn 
have been offered within the last few months 
on the London market. 

The trouble with mostif not all of these 
schemes is that they are sought to be floated 
ona capitalization vastiy in excess of the 
real value of the property. First of ail, the 
actual price paidis fully as much as the 
plant is worth, and secondly it is capitalized 
at perhaps twice shat sum, the difference 
going to pay the expenses attending the 
purchase and the saleto ultimate investors, 
besides a big profit to the omgihal designers 
of the plan. The net return on the dollar 
ot investment is thus reduced by fully 50 per 
cent in addition to the amount required to 
pay for a double management, to say nothing 
of the risks of less business and a dishonest 
appropriation of partof the income by men 
who feel that they have their scat 
tered principals at their mercy. A few 
of these schemes already floated will proba- 
bly pay well from the English point of view, 
as British investors are content with a 
smaller rate of interest than is sought for by 
their brethren in the West. But there is 
little room to doubt that nota few will prove 
to be disappointments, netting only a loss to 
the ultimate shareholders, and giving occa- 
sion for a general how! to the effect that 
business in this country is little better than 
a huge swindle. Of course such a claim 
would be utterly false, tne blame being de- 
served by the British promoter and not by 
the men in the Uaited States who have 


sold the property in reply to definite bids 


for it. But the result will de bad, all 
the same, and especially to be deplored 
as the great bulk of the certifi- 
cates for these industrials are bought 
by the comparatively poor class of investors. 
The shares are put down to the low unit 
figure of $5 to $25 dollars for the express pur- 
pose of attracting investment by the masses. 
The small funds set apart for the support of 
widows and orphans, and the modest say- 
ings of the more thrifty among the wage- 
workers are the réservoirs from which the 
promoters expect to draw the bulk of their 
patronage, and the loss of these will occasion 
a much greater amount of misery than any 
that could ensue from the sweeping out of a 
few comparatively large fortunes.

Warships from Several Nations Likely to 
Be Stationed to Protect Special Inter- 


A@airs—Production of a New Play by 
Mr. Buchanat in London—Mr. Parnell 
at Liverpool General Foreign News. 

Loxbox, Dec. 19.—A private cable dis- 
patch from Rio Janeiro states that fresh ais- 
orders have broken out in that city and that 
it may be regarded as certain that there are 
troublous times ahead for Brazil. The down- 
fall of the army and the probable confisca- 
tion of church property have caused a vir- 
tual combination of European monarchies 
inimical to the new republic, who may 
follow up protest by force. The navy is 
understood to be lukewarm toward the new 
Government, and the most will be made by 
continental countries, particularly Germany, 
of the danger to the life and property of 
their subjects in the Brazils. . 

It will be quite in order for war ships of 
several nations to look into the harbor of 
Rio during the winter, and their presence 
there will naturally have an encouraging ef- 
fect upon the conservative and clerical ele- 
ments. 

Lisson, Dec, 19.— Dr. Ruy Barboza, Bra- 
zilian Minister, in his denial ot the allega- 
tions in the recently published manifesto of 
the Viscount de Ouro Preto, says itis not 
true, as alleged by Preto, that a platoon of 
infantry was held in readiness to shoot bim 
while he was, in custody; and also that it is 
false that Maracaju, the Imperial Minister of 
War, was in any way a traitor to Dom Pe- 
dro.

ONE HUSBAND TOO MANY. 


Mr. Bubhanan’s New Play Produced at the

Lonpon, Dec. 19.—In writing Man and 
the Woman,“ the three-act play in which 
Miss Myra Kemble made her first appear- 
ance before a London audience today at the 
Criterion Theater, Mr. Buchanan has been 
more anxious to work out a social thesis than 
to construct a strong drama. The result has 
been rather unfortunate for the piece, for, 
while London may go to see a drama of inci- 
dent, even if its moral teaching be some- 
what repugnant, a play dealing professedly 
with a social problem and unspiced by strong 
sensation has the disadvantage of repeiling 
the weaker brethren, for whom its teaching 
is too strong. 

The story of Buchanan’s piece is simple. 
Lillian Dartmouth is a widow with an oniy 
child. In spite of a bitter first exverience of 
matrimony sbe has engaged herself to Sir 
George Venables, a country gentleman of a 
fine type, who loves her sincerely, and whom 
she loves. On the eve of her wedding day 
her husband turns up alive. Heis an unlim- 
ited brute of a peculiarly repuisive kind—a 
smooth, polished, cultured fiend. He is 
drawn with finished skill by the author and 
was presented most ably by Mr. Cyril Maude, 
who by this one performance has secured 
for himself an enviable position among young 
actors. 

Till his appearance at the end of the first 
act the play moves briskly enough, but after 
that moment the solitary interest is found in 
ee of how the betrayed and tor- 
tu wife will comport herself in the diffi- 
culty created by his appearance. Up to the 
final fall of the curtain, when the wicked 
husband falis dead of heart disease, there is 
little incident of any kind. The dialogue is al- 
ways excellent and often keen and pointed, but 
the piece suffers from what, for lack of a 
better word, way be called sensation.“ In 
a word, it is admirable as literature but as a 
drama leaves much to be desired. 

Miss Kemble proved herself a most valua- 
ble addition to tue list of London actresses. 
She has a fine stage vresence, a musical and 
expressive voice; and great powers as a de- 
lineator of, sustained passion. Her few 
chances for light comedy were also used to 
good effect. 

Mr. Beauchamp was good as the typical 
Engiish clergyman of the high and dry 
conservative order, and so was Mr.

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A PANIC AMONG THE INMATES OF A 
NEW YORK INSTITUTION, 


The Presbyterian Hospital, Founded by 
James Lennox, Badly Damaged by Fire 
and the Patients Rescued with Great 
Difficulty—Peace Between the Missouri 
Pacific and the Missour!, Kansas & Texas 
-Pan-Americans Seeing the Sight 
Notes from New York. 

New York, Dec. 19.—|Special.]|—The Pres- 
byterian Hospital, which was founded twen- 
ty-one years ago by Mr. James Lennox, the 
grounds and buiidings of which now cover 
three-quarters of the block bounded by Mad- 
ison and Fourth avenues and Seventieth and 
Seventy-first- streets, was badly damaged by 
fire tonight. There were eighty patients in 
the building at the time the fire was dis- 


citizens, police, firemen, and the scanty 
corps of the attendants of the institution 
they were all removed to places of safety. 
Four firemen while battling with the flames 
were stricken down at their posts, but al- 
though they were covered with heated mor- 
tar which fell from the ceiling they were 
promptly assisted by their comrades. As the 
men were badly burned they were sent to the 
hospital for treatment. Twenty patients in 
two wards on the top floor were rescued with 
difficulty but unhurt. The origin of the fire 
is a mystery. 

Of the patients those in greatest danger 
were the inmates of Wards5 and 6 on the 
top floor, directly underneath the blazing 
mansard roof. Ail were, removed without 
danger. In Ward5, a medical ward, were 
consumptive cases, patients_suffering from 
heart disease and from other cnronic dis- 
eases. The conditions of some of 
them may be made more serious 
from the shock attending their re- 
moval. In Ward 6, the surgical ward, 
were patients with all sorts of fractures, 
some whose limbs had been amputated and 
others to be operated on, Great care had to 
be exercised in getting tnem from the burn- 
ing ward. It was atime filled with affecting 
incidents, while the firemen hurried in their 
movements by the rapid encroachment of 
the flames, but still tenderly handling their 
helpless burdens, carried out the inmates of 
the ward. 

The fire broke out in the northwest corner 
of the tower of the mansard roof of the 
westerly half of the large hospital structure. 
There were altogether ten patients in the 
cots in Ward No. 5 on the top floor where the 
mysterious blaze started. Nearly all the pa- 
tients there were suffering from broken 
limbs and were unable to make any effort to 
save themselves. These were carried down- 
stairs upon the mattresses on which they 
jay. When all the patients had been got out 
in safety a canvass was made of them, and 
it was found that not one of them was miss- 
ing or had been injured in any way by the 

re. 

Tne damage to the hospital was estimated 
at $25,000. The main harm was done to the 
top floor, and can quickly be repaired. 


PEACE BETWEEN M. r. AND M. K. & Tf. 


Successfdl Conclusion of the Protracted 
Gould-Erie Negotiations. 

New York, Dec. 19.—[Special.|—The fight 
between the Missouri, Kansas & Texas and 
the Missouri Pacific railroads, or rather be- 
tween the first named corporation and Jay 
Gould, was settled today and papers were 
signed and approved by the directory of both 
companics withdrawing all the complicated 
law suits that had been pending. The difti- 
culty has been going on ever since Jay 
Gould was ejected from the road about two 
years ago. Now a settlement is made exactly 
in accordance with his wishes and harmon- 
ious relations are reéstablished. The nego- 
tiations were carried on between Mr. Gould 
and H. K. Enos, Vice-Presidentof the Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas, and for the perioa of 
ten days all those interested in the making 
of a treaty of peace have been in almost con- 
stant session. Although the settlement is 
entirely between the companies one of the 
developments from it is that the Gould inter- 
est will be committed to the Olcott plan of 
reorganizing the road, Gen. Louis Fitzgerald, 
President of the Mercantile Trust company, 
becoming a member of the Olcott Committee, 
where he will principally represent Messrs. 
Gould and Sage. | 2 

When the Missouri, Kansas & Texas was 
taken from Mr. Gould’s control it was found 
that he had in his possession about $9,000,000 
in stock of the International & Great North- 
era railroad, which had been bought by the 
Miasouri, Kansas & Texas and which was 
its exclusive property. This stock was de- 
posited with the Mercantile company. The 
Missouri, Kansas & ‘Texas people entered 
suit to obtuin possession of it, claiming that 
Mr. Gould was wrongfully in possession. 
Then Gould was forced to make a change so 
that he appeared to hold the stock as trustee. 
Under the terms of the present agreement 
the Missouri Pacific will get half this stock 
and the Missouri, Kansas & Texas the other 
half. The Olcott plan of reorganization has 
not been modified or changed in any way to 
suit Mr. Gould. 

It is believed that the deposit of the Gould 
bonds will make the plan an undoubted suc- 
cess, although objections are expected from 
President King of the Union Trust company, 
who represents the 7 per cent mortgage 
bonds. Under the Olcott plan these bonds 
are to be paid off, principal and interest, in 
cash, and the Olcott people claim that the 
holders must accept the money, as they could 
get no more by foreclosure; butit is conceded 
that this branch of the security hoiders have 
it in their power to cause some trouble.

GOOD NEWS FOR sUBURBANITES. 


A New Ordinance tor Rapid Transit on 
Surface Roads— Other Manicipal Items. 
If the City Council gives as prompt attention 

to the matter of rapid transit on the surface rail- 

roads as did the Committee on Railroads yester- 
day suburban passengers will soon be riding in 
and out of the city at a speed that will make res- 
idence in the suburbs more desirable than here- 
tofore. When the committee met Ald. Dixon 
presented as a substitute to the communication 
of Commissioner Purdy asking for a re- 
vision of the present laws in the city and 
annexed towns an ordinance dividing the city 
into four railroad districts, as follows: First dis- 
trict, ali that part of the city within a radius of 
two miles of the City Hall; second, between two 
and five miles; third, between five and nine 
miles; fourth, between nine miles and the city 
limits.

this schedule shall make provisions for the pro- 
tection of people at street crossings and shall, 
when. requested by the City Council, provide 
suitable viaducts to cross their tracks. 

There was no discussion, as the question was 
argued in the conference between ‘the Mayor 
and representatives of the railroads Wednesday, 
and on motion the ordinance was referred to the 
Law Department. It will be reported back to 
the Council Monday with the recommendations 
of the committee that it pass. 

The Committee on Streets and Alleys South 
yesterday referred to the Commissioner of Pub- 
lie Works. with power to act, the order of Ald. 
O'Neill authorizing him to employ a force to 
clean the streets and alleys of Hyde Park until 
the next annual appropriation is made. 

The citizens of that part of Chicago known as 
Ravenswood have*for some time been of the be- 
lief that the epidemic of typhus-fever and other 
malarial diseases last winter was due to the rot- 
ting of acres of cabbage in that neighborhood 
during the winter months. This time thé same 
fields ure in the same condition and malarial dis- 
eases are again becoming prevalent. A delega- 
tion yesterday conferred with Health Commis- 
sioner Wickersham, asking him to declare it a 
nuisance and compel the burial or destruction 
of the garbage. Dr. Wickersham consulted the 
Law Department, and was advised that the pres- 
ent ordinance was inadequate. It was thereupon 
decided thatan amendment should be added if 
the Council would pass it. 

The Citizens’ Fuel Gas company is the latest 

candidate for municipal favors. Its ordinance 
was presented in the Council Monday evening 
and referred without being read. It asks a fran 
chise for the entire city for illuminating and 
fuel purposes. The company proposes that not 
more than 75 cents per 1,000 cubic feet for illumi- 
nating and 50 cents for fuel gas shall be charged. 
It also proposes to give bond in $100,000 that 
within two years it will have works in operation 
sufficiently extensive to manufacture and dis- 
tribute 100,000,000 feet every thirty days. 
« Ald. O'Neill of the Thirty-fourth Ward bas an 
ordinance before the Committee on Fire and 
Water to give to the Magnetic Fire & Police 
Alarm company permission to operate a system 
of wires through the city for private use. The 
company proposes to use the city’s underground 
conduits and to allow the city to use the com- 
pany’s conduits. 


TO ADVANCE SOUTH DAKOTA’S INTERESTS. 


The Convention at Watertown Completes 
Its Work—Encouraging Immigration. 

Watertown, S. D., Dec. 19.—| Special. }]— 
Today’s session of tne convention to consider 
the material interests of South Dakota was 
devoted to the hearing of reports of commit- 
tees, chief among which is the immigration 
committee and the committee to frame an 
address to the public setting forth the re- 
sources and advantages offered by the new 
State. A bureau of immigration was organ- 
ized and officered by the election of a presi- 
dent, secretary, and treasurer, and one 
vice-president from each county to actin 
conjunction with the State Commissioner of 
Immigration. 

It wil de the aim of this bureau to show 
that, notwithstanding the drought of the last 
season, a failure of crops is a rare exception 
to che rule and that South Dakota offers sub- 
stantial inducements to immigrants in cheap 
lands, rich soil, healthful climate, and excel 
lent railroad facilities. 

The convention was well attended, and del- 
egates, even from those localities which suf- 
fered most from the drought, were hopeful 
and confident of tne future, showing that 
they had not lost faithin the country. After 
providing for an early meeting of the mem- 
bers of the Immigration Bureau at Huron 
the convention adjourned. 


HOW ST. PAUL’S ICE PALACE WILL APPEAR. 


Elaborate Plaus for the Glittering Edifice 
. Agreed Upon—Now for the Ice. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Dec. 19.—[Special.]—The 
plans for the ice palace of 1890 were accept- 
ed today and construction will be begun as 
soon as there is ice enough in the Missis- 
sippi. The castie will be 360 feet long and 
will vary in wiath from 48 to 200 feet. 
There will be one large central tower 54 feet 
square and rising iu the air to a height of 150 
feet. Seven smaller towers will be erected 
at different angles, their height ranging from 
40 to 80 feet. Thé towers are almost pureiy 
Romanesque in design. Starting at the main 
entrance, either from the east or west side, 
the visitor will enter the main tower, look- 
ing to the right and left down long vistas to 
the royal apartments at one end and a large 
amphitheater at the other. he apartments 
of Borealis Rex and suite consist of a ban- 
quet hall and the King's and Queen's apart- 
ments, containing in all eight rooms. These 
are located at the east end of the palace. 
The amphitheater is a large circular inclos- 
ure 100 feet in diameter, with a realistic 
scene at the extreme end and niches in the 
wall filled with statuary. The vista will be 
about 300 feet long and from 30 to 40 feet 
wide, and will be decorated with ice arches 
and sprayed evergreens intermingied with 
many colored electric lights. The cost of- 
the structure will be $15,000. 


AN UNENOWN LAND IN THE FAR NORTH. 


A Returned Whaling Captain Brings Stories 
of a Strance Land in the Polar Sea. 

PoRTLAND, Me.. Dec. 19.—Capt. George B. 
Leavitt of the whaling ship Spy of the Pa- 
cific Steam Whaling company isin this city 
visiting his mother, having recently arrived 
from Alaska, where he has been for the last 
five years. He brings the first news of what 
may possibly be the discovery of an unknown 
land many miles north of Alaska. For some 
time, Capt. Leavitt says, the natives in 
Northern Alaska and on the smal! islands in 
that vicinity have been telling stories 
of an unknown land to the far 
north. Many of the other inhabit- 
acts stoutly maintain that there is 
a larger land north that no white man has 
ever discovered, and that it is not down on 
any of the many maps of the Arctic region. 
But Capt. Leavitt’s story about the discoverv 


is that during the cruise of one of the vessels 


of the whaling fleet, which ventured many 
miles further north than any others a few 
years ago, her officers discovered a land that 
could not be found on any of the charts or 
accounted for in any other way. A gale 
drove the vessel far north along the shore of 
the land, but the season was so late that the 
mea did not stop to explore, desiring to get 
south as soon as the gale subsided.

The official canvass of the vote for Drainage 
Trustees Was continued yesterday afternoon.

SPRINGFIELD’S REIGN OF TERROR. 


Footpads and Burgiars Have Full Sway— 
The Police Afford No Protection. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Dec. 19.—[{Special.]— 
Footpads and burglars are creating a reign of 
terror in Springfield. People are knocked 
down and robbed in the early hours of the 
evening on prominent streets. Some have 
been assaulted at the door of their resi- 
dences. Houses of prominent citizens in all 
quarters of the city are entered while the 
family enjoy their evening meal, and money 
and valuables carried away. Women are 
assaulted within ablock of the post-office 
and Leland Hotel and rebbed, and it has all 
been done with impunity. Womon are 
afraid to go upon the streets after 7~o’clock 
in the evening, and citizens are generally 
arming themselves to protect their tamilies 
and homes. The police, controlled by a 
Democratic Mayor and a City Council 
of the same political faith, afford no protec- 
tion. It is no unusual sight to see half the 
police force at the solitary opera-house this 
city affords at the same time. Saloons are 
left open day and night, Sundays and all oth- 
er times, and gamblers ply their vocations 
without interruption. To say the people are 
disgusted would be superfluous. They can 
get no protection from the legally constituted 
guardians of the peace or officials who pre- 
side over them, and now talk of following 
the example of their enterprising Western 
neighbors by organizing a vigilante commit- 
tee, as a member of which ever reputable 
citizen will be sworn in. From present indi- 
cations Springfield is likely to furnish the 
necessary corpses for several second-class 
funerals in the near future. 


JUDGE BREWEE GIVEN A RECEPTION, 


The Kansas Jurist Congratulated by the 
Kansas City Rar. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Dec. 19.— The twenty- 
first annual meeting of the Kansas City Bar 
Association this evening was made the occa- 
sion for a reception to Judge Brewer, reeent- 
ly appointed Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the United States. The reception was held 
in the parlors of the Midland Hotel, and was 
attended by a large number of lawyers from 
the city ana State. After the recepuon a 
banquet was served, and after that numer- 
ous toasts were proposed and responded to.

The I.-O. s Treatment of Gov. Fifer. 

Mendota Bulletin: Last Monday evening the 
great Auditorium building was opened, and to do 
honor to this memorable occasion Gov. Fifer was 
called from the Capital to make the dedicatory 
speech. He came and performed the duty like 
a scholar and statesman should do it—in an elo- 
quent and impressive manner. The Presicent, 
Patti, and numerous others occupied the plat- 
form during the evening, but tne speech of the 
occasion—the dedicatory address—was made by 
the Governor of illinois. But who saw one word 
about it in two of the leading morning dailies— 
the Herald and /nter-Ocean? From the former 
we do not expect anything better, for their policy 
is to distort facts and even the news if it con- 
tains any egiory for a Republican; but 
the later—the paper that claims to be 
the stalwart Republican organ of the 
West—what did it have in regard to the leading 
speech of the evening? Not one solitary word of 
editorial comment, his name not even mentioned 
in the head lines, and his speech credited to an- 
other man. The words Fifer or Governor never 
appeared a single time in all that long account, 
Their readers would never know he was there, 
And why? Was it an accident? Well, hardly, 
when it happened in three departments of the 
paper. It was intentional. It was a deliberate 
snub at the Chief Executive of the great State 
of Illinois. And why, we ask again? Because 
the J.-O. is down on Mr. Fifer for the reason that 
he was not their nominee in the convention. 
For this petty spite they have conspired to crush 
bim ever since he was inaugurated. They have 
used their influence, invested in them dy the 
people, to distort facts and hide the truth. 

To be sure, Gov. Fifer's speech appeared in the 
J.-O. that morning, but under the name of Mr. 
John Runnells, who also made a few remarks, 
and the Governor's speech was run in as a 
part of it. Yes, Mr. Fifer did make a good 
speech, but it was too much for the Democratic 
spleen of the Herald and the sour stomach of the 
i.-0., so they credited it to another man, and not 
in one solitury place did the Governor’s name ap- 
pear. 

No, we are not after an office in the gift of the 
Chief Executive, nor have we any particular 
leanings in that direction, but we do like to see 
fair play.

Special Students at Universities. 

C. F. H., city: A young man with an ordinary 
education can obtain entrance to Yale or Har- 
vard only as a special student. He could pur- 
sue, with the faculty’s consent, such studies as 
he —— choose, but he could not take the regu- 
lar college course unless fitted for it by his pre- 
vious studies. For instance, he could not study 
Latin and Greek, or the higher mathematics, if 
he had not already some knowledge of Latin and 
Greek and of arithmetic, algebra, and geometry. 
The universities, in short, do not teach 
the so-called “elements” of any sub- 
ject—the modern languages sometimes ex- 
cepted—and so a certain preparatory training 
is required in the cases of all regular students. 
But as some young men of ordinary educa- 
tion are often well prepared in elementary 
mathematics, or physics, or English, or history, 
and are able, therefore, to study a few subjects 
to advantage in à university, it is for the ac- 
commodation of such young men that most 
universities admit “special” students to the 
class and lecture rooms. A special student can- 
not graduate, for he cannot, owing to the defects 
of his previous training, take the complete col- 
lege cgurse. Some universities, however, give 
special students certificates showing in what 
subjects they have successfully passed examina- 
tions. The regular college course is tour years 
long. An economical student can easily live at 
Yale or Harvard on $600 avear. If he is a good 
student and has fair ability he can win from $100 
to $300 a year in scholarships and earn as much 
more by tutoring. Some young men thus pay 
all their expenses through college, but the fresh- 
man, or first-year man, should always enter with 
enough money to support him one year. Write 
for further information to the Presidents of 
leading universities, including Johns Hopkins 
University at Baltimore. 


A Scientific Controversy Closed. 

Cufoaco, Dec. 19.— [Editor of The Tribune. 
I would like to have sufficient gpace in your col- 
umns to briefly reply to the communication of 
Mr. S. J. M. Bear in Tuesday’s paper. My letter 
in Mondsy’s paper was hastily and loosely written 
and doubtless open to criticism, but was correct 
in the main features, with the exception that 
either I or the printer made the mistake of say- 
ing electro- magnet where permanent magnet 
was meant, I do not think Mr. Bear understands 
the poiht I wish to establish, and in order to 
make my meaning clear I will quote from the 
Hlectrical Review tne statement under discussion. 

says: 

A horseshoe of steel may bem t 
seconds by the current of altuw —— 7 2 
battery. ... A such magnet can lift many 
pounds in contact. But without contact it may lift 
and hold a pound of iron easily. It will hold that 
pound for an eternity and every second of that time. 
without end, the magnet is nding energy until it 
nl up an almost inconceivable total of actual 

The mistake in the above is made in the words 
emphasized, After the magnet has done a cer- 
tain amount of work—that is, expended the en- 
ergy Originally imparted to it from some other 
source—it is as dead as any other piece of metal, 
wood, stone, or other substance, so far as ex- 
pending energy is concerned. For instance, if 
the armature has sufficient mass to absorb all 
the magnetism when it touches the poles the 
magnet at once loses its attraction, and will not 
even draw a cambric needle toward it. Of course 
the magnetism is still there, but the bridging of the 
poles by the iron armature has rendered it. inert 
or incapable of expending further energy; and if 
we want it to do more work we must ezpend en- 
ergy upon it, and then it will return to us nearly 
the amount so expended upon it. That is, we 
must pull the armature off, in doing which 
we will expend a trifle more work than the mag- 
net will develop ia again attracting it. It will 
thus be seen that the magnet and armature 
should be regarded asa simple machine and is 
governed by the same general physical laws as 
all other machines. Energy—work—liet us bear 
in mind, is force exerted through space,“ or 
the result of motion and pressure. The motion 
may be rapid and the pressure light, or the mo- 
tion slow and the pressure great, and the result 
be the same, but pressure without motion, or 
motion without pressure (if such athing be pos- 
sible) will not develop or expend energy. and 
this applies to the armature after it touches the 
magnet, where pressure exists but no motion. 

I hope I have made my meaning clear this 
time; if not I am willing to try it again.

PUNISHED FOR LOYALTY TO THE UNION. 


What Does Grady fay to This?—* Red 
Proctor, the Coward,”’ 

Cieveland Leader: In several sections of 
the South, perhaps in more than will ever be 
heard. from, the ex-Confederates were bitter 
over the failure of the Admiristration to 
show some mark of respect to the memory of 
Jefferson Davis. A former Clevelander, now 
residing in St. Louis, writes to the Leader 
that prominent ex-Rebels in that city gave 
no public expression to their sentiments on 
the subject, but that, among themselves, 
they denounced Secretary of War Proctor in 
unmeasured terms. We reproduce the fol- 
lowing from his letter, which shows the sen- 
tument prevailing iu the place spoken of: 

DEAR Sin: Under date of Dec. 10 a friend in 
Aberdeen, Miss., writes me as follows: Last 
night the Democrats hung Mr. Proctor, Secre- 
tary of War, in effigy near the First National 
Bank in this city, because of his failure or re- 
fusal to officially honor the memory of Jefferson 
Davis.“ ' 

Under date of Dec. 11 he writes again as fol- 
lows: *“ Yesterday morning there was a large 
rope or cable stretched across Main street, one 
end of which was made fast to some timbers on 
top of a large brick building now in course of 
construction. Suspended to the cable, about 
midway the street, was an effigy hanging by the 
neck, with this inscription on it: Red 
Proctor the Coward,’ At about 7 a. m. 
the tinners went to work putting on the 
tin roof, when one of them, Henry Fans, a young 
man about 20 years old, from the State of Indi- 
ana, cut the rope, and the effigy fell to the ground 
iu the street. The men who had hung the Secre- 
tary of War in effigy took offense at his action, 
and one of them, J. F. McDonald, armed himself 
with a horse-whip, and when Fans, the tianer, 
came down at 12 m. McDonald assaulted him 
with the whip in the most savage and brutal 
manner, administering about eighty or a hundred 
licks on his back, head, and shoulders. The 
City Marshal, F. E. Stewart, and Policeman 
Drake came up, but the bystanders caught and 
held them until the boy had been whipped as 
much as he eould stand. He was ordered to 
leave the city at once. He is now at the Tochudi 
Hotel unable to go. 

There were several men here from the North 
who witnessed the affair. There are some good 
men here who do not approve such conduct, but 
can do nothing. 

The above account is beyond doubt en- 
tirely authentic, and it shows the true state 
of feeling existing in many places in the 
South. A prominent member of President 
Harrison’s Cabinet is hung in effigy, the 
loyal sentiment of the Nation is insulted be- 
cause the Government did not do honor to 
the memory of the leader of a rebellion 
against the Government. A boy who re- 
sented this insult is brutally whipped in 


droad daylight und ordered to leave the city. 


This matter ouglt to be thoroughly investi- 
ted, and if the above account is found to 
correct young Henry Fans ought, if 
practicable, to be appointed to some Federal 
position in Aberdeen and protected by Fed- 
eral authority in the peaceable enjoyment of 
it, The man who whipped him is a cowardly 
brute, but there is no hope of bringing him 
to justice. 

Itis proper to add here that the locality 
where this outrage occurred is overwheim- 
ingly Democratic. It has been made Demo- 
cratic, and is kept so by just such shocking 
outrages as were perpetrated upon Henry 
Fans, who was punished for his loyalty to 
the Union. 


JAMES d. BLAINE IN 1892. 


Will He Then 


Be a Candidate 
Presidency? 

The Washington correspondent of the St. 
Lonis Globe-Democrat makes what he claims 
to be an authoritative announcement that 
James G. Blaine will be the Republican 
candidate for the Presidency in 1892. He 
says Mr. Blaine’s health has been improving 
rapidly since his return to public life, and 
the plumed knight feels that he is good for 
at leust ten years more of active service. 
His friends are already actively moving in 
his behalf with the knowledge of the Secre- 
tary of State. That the vanquished of 


fer the 


1884 and the vanquished of 1888 should 
again meet in desperate conflict in 
1892 would not be an _é improbable 


thing, although the signs of the political 
times have not pointed in that direction. It 
cannot be said tnat Mr. Blaine is a weaker 
man now than he was in 1884. More espe- 
cially has he grown in public esteem since 
he entered the Cabinet of President Harrison. 
His wise statesmanship and conservative 
bearing have been a disappointment to his 
enemies and even a surprise to his friends. 
The dash of former days is lacking, but in its 
place we find the caution of experience, 
coupled with brilliancy and the force of early 
years. He is none the less Blaine, but back 
of his reserve is the boldness and the audac- 
ity of the Congressman and Senator, tem- 
pered with the discretion of known power 
and the knowledge of confessed leadership. 
Mr. Blaine, aroused, would win the plaudits 
of his party as Mr. Blaine of old, but itis no 
longer necessary for him to breast the cur- 
rent. The tide is flowing with him. 

But the candidacy of Mr. Blaine may, and 
doubtless will, rest upon asingle contingency 
the success o? the deliberations of the Pan. 
American Congress, now in session at Wash- 
ington. if it shouid fail to meet the expecta- 
tions of the country. with it will fall the hopes 
of Mr. Blaine. This has been his pet scheme 
—the object of his life. With its success the 
star of Mr. Blaine's hope will brighten and 
iilumine the pages of history for generations 
tocome. With its failure his star will go 
out. 

If it succeeds in the objects for which it 
has been brought together, Mr. Blaine will 
receive the credit, ana his nomination for 
the Presidency would be a strong probabili- 
ty, his election an absolute certainty. Of 
course a great deal depends upon Mr. Blaine’s 
wishes. He may be satistied with the suc- 
cess of the congress and ask nothing further 
than the thanks of his countrymien for great 
services worthiiy performed. In that con- 
tingeucy the party will have to look else- 
where. That there are many Republicang 
who yet hope to see the man from Maine in 
the White House we have no doubt. That 
they will see him there is one of tne possi- 
bilities of the campign of 1892.

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT OF THE SOUTH 


attorney, vs. 


The Great Progress That Section of the 
Country Has Made Since the War. 

Bautrmore, Md., Dec. 19.—Mr.° R. H. Ed- 
munds, the editor of the Manufacturers’ Rec- 
ord, contributes to this week’s issue of that 
journal a review of the industrial history of 
the South. The losses entailed upon the 
South by the war are estimated at over 
$5,000,000,000, or double the total amount of 
capital iuvested in manufactures in the Unit- 
ed States in 1880. 

In 1880 the South had commenced to regain 
its posiuon of 1800, and its progress during 
the last nine years has been the wonder of 
the age. Since 1865 over $7,800,000,000 have 
been drawn to the South te pay for cotton, 
and the value of cotton exported to Europe 
during that period has been 85, 160,000,000, 

The agricultural advancement has been 
almost as marked as the industrial. In 1879 
tne value of the South’s agricaltural prod- 
ucts was $571,000,000; in 1888 $739,000,000, and 
in 1889 it will be about $550,000,000. In 1879 
the South produced 431,000,000 bushels of 
grain, and in 1888 632,000,000 bushels, and the 
yield for 1889 will probably show 650,000,000 
to 675,000,000 bushels. The percentage of in- 
crease in grain production in tne South was 
larger than in the West. In 1879 the value 
of the live stock in the South was $391,400,- 
000, and in 1889 $569, 160,000. . 

In 1880 the South had 220 national banks, 
with a capital of $45,597,000, and in 1889 it 
has 472 national banks, and their capital is 
$76,454,000. There was an increase of sur- 

lus in gnational banks of 45 per centin the 
North, 82 per cent in the West, and 146 per 
cent in the South. 

In the last four years 14,000 new manufact- 
uring and mining enterprises have been or- 
ganized in the South. The railroad * 
of the South has been increased by the i- 
tion of nearly 21,000 miles since 1850. 

In 1880 6,048,571 tons of coal were mined in 
the South and in 1888 the output was over 
18,000,000 tons. Cotton milis have increased 
from 161, with 14,323 looms and 667. A spin- 
dles, in 1880 to 355 mills, with 45,001 looms 
and 2,035,268 spindles, while many new mulls 
are under construction and many old ones 
being enlarged. In 1580 there were 40 cotton- 
seed oil mills u the South, having a capital 
of $3,500,000; now there are 213, with over 
$20,000,000 invested. 


LIVE STOCK SANITARY ASSOCIATION. 


Permanent Organization Formed at Spring- 
fleld—Recommendations Adopted. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Dec. 19.—[Special.}]—At 
today’s session of the National Live Stock 
Commissioners it was decidea that a perma- 
nent organization should be effected to be 
known as the Inter-State Live Stock Saur 
tary Association for the purpose of establish- 
ing a basis of coòperation among the various 
State Boards of Live Stock missioners 
for che suppression and prevention of the 
spread of infective and contagious diseases. 
The first officers are: President, T. C. 
Jones of Ohio; Vice- Presidents, H. H. Hinds 
of Michigan, John M. Pierson of IIhndeis, and 
Adams Earl of Indiana; Secretary, C. F 
Johnson of Illinois. Resolutions were 
adopted cailing upon the Legislatures of 
all States tnat have not already suitable 
laws to enact laws requiring all dairymen to 
secure certificates as to the health of the 
cows from which milk is supplied, to be re- 
newed semi-annually, to prevent the spread 
of tuberculosis; asking the Department 
of Agriculture at Washington, D. C., to 
formulate rules in regard to the shipment of 
Southern cattle, to prevent or guard against 
the spread of splenic or Texas fever, to 
apply to shipments coming from we squthern 
boundary of Kansas and Missouri, west of 
New Mexico. It is also asked that the de- 
partment provide certain regulations ‘for the 
cleansing of cars after shipment of Southern 
cattle. che convention adjourned to meet in 
Springfield at the call of the President.

Statistics Showing = Wonderfal Increase 
Daring the Lat Nine Years. 

New York, Dec. 19.—The World has ob- 
tained from tne Treasurer of each State the 
vaiue of property as assessed for taxation. 
The Census Office in 1886 madea report of its 
exhaustive and laborious inquiry into the 
proportions existing in each State between 
taxed property and actual wealth, which 
ranges between 25 per cent in Itlinois and 68 
in Wyoming.
